The Special Town Meeting, which was called for 8 p.m. Mon- 


day night was delayed for 48

75 voters. Bob Moran suggested, while everyone was waiting, that the 
Chief of Police be sent down to the Common, where he had seen half 
a dozen men with the ball teams, and bririg these men to the meeting. 

The meeting was called to order by Moderator Elfman at 
8:48. On motion of Selectman Lyons, it was voted to dispense 


with the reading of the Warrant. 
ARTICLE 1. Selectman Lawler moved this article, which 


would allow the town to sell 


about 5 acres of land in the 


“triangle” section, of the town park, to the J. W. Greer Com- 
pany for $50. Jim Lawler explained that this land was to be 
used for railroad siding, parking space, and maybe in the 
future, for plant expansion. He pointed out that the town 
had never offered the company any concession, and that no 
disadvantages would accrue for the town in the Greer Com- 
pany coming here. He thought that the symbolical price of 
$50 would indicate the willingness of the town to have. the 
J. W. Greer Company locate here. 


The Moderator explained that un- 
der his interpretation of the law, 
a 2/3 rds vote was necessary, and 
he called for a rising vote. The vote 
was unanimously in favor of sell- 
ing the land. 

ARTICLE 2. Selectman Lyons 
moved that the town authorize the 
‘Town Manager and the Water Com- 
missioners to contract with the 
Greer Company, for a term not ex~ 
ceeding 15 years, as they saw fit, in 
such a manner that the Greer Co. 
would be able to advance money for 
immediate installation of water 
mains on Eames ‘Street, and that 
the town would repay in not charg- 
ing for 90 per cent of the water 
Greer used during the period of the 
contract. 

This article was unanimously car- 


ried. 

ARTICLE 3. Division of the town 
into precincts, Mr. Edward Sullivan 
‘of Grove Avenue moved the article, 
and Selectman Woods read the Se- 
Jectmen's report, after the Modera- 
tor had ascertained that this was 
the report that the Town Clerk was 
supposed to read. 

Mr. Edward Manning rose to 
say that he thought that some ex- 
planation should be given to the 
citizens. 

Mr. Sullivan explained that this 
had been done at the annual town 
meeting and that the yote there 
indicated ,the town’s wishes. 

Mr. Phillip Buzzell rose to ex- 
press concern, and he hoped that 
the bill would not be adopted. He 
stated that the inconvenience has 
been minor to the townspeople, and 
that many people don’t object to 
waiting in line for baseball games. 
“With the present unavoidable ris~ 
ing expenses,” he said, "here is one 
expense that we can avoid.” ’ 

Selectman Lyons rose at this 
point to explain that the Selectmen 
were neither for nor against this 
article. He asked Mr. Cushing to re- 
port on costs, 

Mr, Cushing stated that he esti- 
mated the cost for a state or na- 
tional election at $500 under the 
precinct plan, $420 for personnel, 
and $80 for other items. He stated 
that previously, state elections had 
cost about $257, and town elections 
$160, He was asked at, this time’ for 
his opinion, and Mr. Cushing stated 
that it might seem odd, but he had 
no opinion. He was also asked, 
“How about volunteer tellers?” Mr. 
Cushing agreed that something like 
that could be done, and there was 
no more discussion on the point. 

Mr. Sullivan spoke on the present 
plan for precincts, and the possibili- 
ties in the future. 

Mr, Manning spoke on the. ten-

Mr. Barrows arose with an a- 
mendment, which after some dis- 
cussion with the chair, was made in- 
to a movement to lay on the table 
for a definite time, until the annual 
meeting, next spring. 

Mr. Sullivan rose on a point of 
order, saying that there is no rea- 
son that this cannot be considered 
tonight, The Moderator reminded 
that he had said that the town could 
adopt, reject or amend this article. 
The question was called for, and 
the yoice vote left the moderator 
in doubt, so a standing vote was 
called for. The: tellers announced 
that the vote was 64 to 12 in favor of 
tabling the article until the next 
annual meeting. 

There being no further business, 
the meeting adjourned at 9:30 p.m. 
There were 104 voters present. 


GREER OFFICIALS 
AT MEETING 

The Greer Brothers, and Mr. Tot- 
man, attorney, were present as ob- 
servors at the special town meet- 
ing. They were agreeably surprised 
at the price which the town asked 
for the land which they want. 


INSURANCE PROPOSALS 

The Town Manager has had sev- 
eral concrete insurance proposals. 
One of them, (company unspecified) 
quotes a lower premium ‘now, be- 
cause of lower rates, for full value 
insurance ($967,000) as against the 
‘old premium which was for $660,000. 
In any event, the value will have 
to be increased until it is at least 
80 per cent of the true value. Under 
this particular bid, the fire insur- 
ance alone would net the town a 
savings of $1787.98 on a three-year 
contract, and further savings are 
to be found in workman's compensa- 
tion, public liability and such insur- 
ance. Three companies, so far, have 
bid.

Those Public Highway Dumps ~ 


The Town Manager, Mr, Dean Cushing, has instructed the 
police department to strictly enforce the Chapter of the Com- 
monweéalth Laws regarding the disposal of rubbish near high- 
ways. We refer, to Chapter 416, which says that any person con- 
victed of disposal of rubbish, garbage, refuse, etc., within twenty 
yards of a highway will be fined $50, and, if a motor vehicle is 
involved, he may have his license suspended for thirty days, and 
also lose his license plates. 

Last year some of our civic minded citizens endeavored to 
have a clean-up campaign, on a voluntary basis. It was, to be 
candid, a dismal failure. No one cleaned up, no one reported, no 
one cared in the least, other than those few who tried to stir 
things up. , 

If we could not get out and help clean up, at least we can 
help prevent extension of roadside dumps. The town provides a 
public dump, for public use. The person who uses the roadside 
for a dump is harming you and me. He ‘should be reported to 
the police. Jot down the number of his car and, telephone the 
police, or go down to the station and report it. You won't be 
a “stoolie,” you will be a civic minded citizen. It is your duty, and 
mine.

athletes and the basketball scandals. 

Announcement of the committee 
was made by Carl Troester, execu-| 
tive secretary of the American As-| 
sociation for Health, Physical Ed- 
uation, and Recreation and direc-| 
tor of the Babe Ruth Sportsmanship | 
Program. | 

Troester also announced that 1,000] 
high schools have been added to) 
the Babe Ruth Sportsmanship Pro- 
gram, which was launched last year. 
Under the program, individual med- 
als are given to boys and girls who, 
in the opinion of their fellow stu- 
denst, make the greatest cpntribu- 
tions to sportsmanship and fair 
play. Two thousand students re- 
ceived awards last year, and the 
figure has now been boosted to 


r 


The awatis are controlled by the 
National Babe Ruth Sportsmanship 
Awards Committee, composed of 
two representatives from the Babe 
Ruth Foundation, and two repre- 
sentatives each from the American 
Association for Health, Physical | 
Education, and Recreation and the) 
National Association for Secondary- 
School Principals. The latter two 
groups are departments of the Na- 
tional Education Association. 

In an effort to improve the status 
of athletics, the sports writers have 
endorsed the sportsmanship pro- 
gram which was created out ‘of 
funds from the estate of the late 
home-run king. 

Most of the sports-writers felt 
that the program is an urgent one. 
Arch Ward, of the Chicago Tribune, 
said, “I can recall no other time in 
the history of our country when 
there was greater need for the basic 
ptinciples of sportsmanship.” 

Another writer, Abe Chanin, of 
the Arizona Daily Star of Tucson, 
voiced the same feeling: “.. . 
is my belief that athletics in thi 
country now stand at a crossroads 
... As sports editors we know that 
reaching athletes on a high school 
level with the emphasis on en- 
couraging good sportsmanship is the 
quickest road to a great and re- 
spected athletic program in the Un- 
ited States.” 

Hal Middlesworth of the Wash- 
ington Times Herald said: “It is 
especially timely for the sports ed- 
itors of the country to do something 
about sportsmanship and fair play. 
The basketball scandals and the 
growing distaste for openly subsi- 
dized sports are signs of the times 
—and significant. It's a ‘gimme’ 
world, and that is bad. Anything 
anyone can do to counteract that 
spirit is valuable.” 

Whitney Martin of the Associated 
Press, New York City, had this to 
say: “Teaching our youth there is 
no substitute for honesty and in- 
tegrity and a healthy attitude to- 
ward life in general will make for 
a better nation, a better government 
and a better world.” 

Participating schools in the Babe 
Ruth Sportsmanship Program this 
year are located in 38 states and 
Hawaii.

BOB MORAN TALKS 


We met Bob Moran in the square, 
the other day. “Hey Larz,” he said, 
“what is this I hear about people 
kicking about my gravel pit?” 

Your editor admitted that the 
Crusader had carried a story about 
it, and, while he was at it, he_re- 
commended that Bob read the Cru- 
sader (It Pays). 

“Why,” said Bob, “Them knuckle- 
heads!” (Bob was always a fellow 
for picturesque language) “Does any 
of them come down and see my 
gravel-pit? Does any of them know 
what I am doing? No! They just 
sit in their homes and talk a thing 
to death.” 

“Some people,” Bob continued, 
“ought to wake up to the fact that 


half of it at that. We are not living 
in 1880, and it is no use to try. Tell 
them to come down and see what I'm 
doing, and then go back and talk, 
if they want to. Why don’t you 
come down and see for yourself?” 

We did. 

Bob Moran has a gravel pit back 
in the woeds, in a section that was 
once rolling hills, unsuitable even 
for cow pastures. There was no loam 
to speak of, but what there was 
had been saved. The brook had been 
dredged and cleaned. The swamps 
had been ‘filled in. The grayel pit, 
now about 10 acres in extent, is 
carefully kept level, with no holes, 
and the level is several feet above 
the water table, As we watched one 
of the Taurasi trucks brought in a 
load of loam, and dumped it ih a 
portion of the pit where all work 
was _ finished.
